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Preface 


This  selected  bibliography  of  208  items 
was  compiled  to  provide  a  ready  reference 
to  (1)  the  general  topic  of  cooperative  bar- 
gaining by  farmers,  and  (2)  the  more 
specific  topic  of  cooperatives  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  negotiating  price  and  other 
contract  terms  with  processors.  Primary 
emphasis  is  on  the  processed  fruit  and 
vegetable  industry,  but  references  are 
also  included  on  other  commodities. 

References  have  been  listed  alpha- 
betically by  author  under  3  major  head- 
ings and  10  subheadings.  Under  the  first 
major  heading  are  references  on  the 
general  topic  of  bargaining  power  (or 
market  power)  and  how  it  might  be 
achieved  by  farmers  through  various  types 
of  joint  or  cooperative  effort.  Under  the 
other  two  major  headings  are  references 
on  cooperative  bargaining  associations — 
their  development,  status,  organization, 
and  operation.  The  final  group  of  refer- 
ences on  marketing  agreements  and  orders 


is  included  because  of  their  use — actual 
or  potential- -by  bargaining  associations. 
References  are  listed  only  once  under  what 
is  believed  to  be  the  most  appropriate 
heading.
